NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—(Spl.)— 


A higher standard of living and a 
stronger consumers market prevail 
in Corsicana than in most commu- 
nites in the United States, according 
to Sales Management's 1047 survey 
of buying power, covering1 all cities 
of 10,000 population and over. 


With retail sales of $17,402,000 In 


1946, a large increase from $12,777,- 
000 of the previous year, the city 
did .018 percent of the nation's busi- 
ness with but .013 percent of the 
population of the nation. It also was 
ahead on a statewide 
basis, 
ac- 


counting for .39 percent of Texas' 
retail business with only .24 per- 
cent of the state population.
